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School district 
anticipates state 
budget decisions

Crawford AuSable School 
officials have found themselves 
in a classic good-new bad-news 
situation. 

The good news is that student 
enrollment is up to 1,906. stu- 
dents who are attending 
Crawford AuSable Schools, up 
from 1,892 students who were 
attending schools when the fall 
student count was taken. 

Crawford AuSable Schools 
Superintendent Joe Powers said 
the increased enrollment can be 
attributed to the district’s schools 
of choice program, which allows 
students who live in another 
school district to come to school 
‘in Grayling. 

“I feel that the increased 
enrollment is directly related to 
the quality of programming we 
offer in each of the schools in 
our district,” Powers said. 


Schools could lose up to 
$400,000 for the current school 
year, as well as a decrease in 
funding for the next school year. 

“The financial difficulty at the 
state level has several schools 
searching and wondering how 
they’re going to operate,” 
Powers said. 

The support of two school 
funding proposals, which will be 
on the May 8 school election 
ballot, is critical to the financial 
outlook for the district. . 

A millage proposal will ask 
voters to renew the 18 mills 
levied on non-homestead proper- 
ties on the election ballot. Non- 
homestead taxes are collected on 
businesses and second homes 
such as cabins and vacation 
homes. The tax is a critical part 
of the school district’s financial 
picture since it makes up about 
$5 million of the district’s $16.2 
million budget.

Volunteer program helps sustain eagles

A pair of Grayling men have 
helped feed a brood of bald 
eagles during the wintertime as 
a labor of love. 

Grayling resident Joe Greer 
has placed dozens of roadkill 
deer on a hill on M-93 to help 
feed bald eagles during the win- 
ter. 

Greer says he has a lifelong 
interest in eagles, hawks ‘and 
other raptors. He picks up the 
roadkill deer from November 
through early April, when the 
lakes are frozen over and the 
eagles don’t have access to fish 
and water foul, 

Eagles are opportunistic birds 
that feed on the roadkill left in 
large open spans. They are sus- 
ceptible to being hit by vehicles 
and semitrucks when they get 
spooked while feeding on the 
roadway, 

“Rather than putting the veni- 
son in the freezer, I put it up on 
the hill for the eagles to keep 
them off the road,” Greer said. 

Greer coordinates his efforts 
through a network of contacts, 
including the Crawford County

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Body of 
Grayling man

The body of a Grayling man 
who tried to flee police was 
recovered from the waters of the 
Grand River last week. 

Andrew James Muma, 25, of 
Grayling attempted to flee state 
troopers by jumping into the 
Grand River on March 19. 

Muma was among individuals 
who were fishing on the Grand 
River in downtown Lyons in 
lonia County. Troopers from the 
lonia Post of the Michigan State 
Police were making routine 
checks on people fishing, when 
they learned that Muma was 
wanted for two felony warrants. 

As police approached, Muma 
ran toward the river. After dis- 
obeying several commands to 
stop, Muma jumped into the 
Grand River, which had swetled 
due to the melting snow, in an 
attempt to elude police. 

Muma’s body was found on 
Tuesday, April 3, in an arca just 
off the bank of the Grand River

But as the lakes began to 
become polluted, the federally 
endangered birds moved to inte- 
rior areas where they could feed 
on smaller lakes and in marshes. 

The eagles concentrate in 
large groups during the winter- 
time. A pair of eagles, which 
can live to be over 20-years-old, 
choose a mate for life and use 
the same nest year after year. 

There are four mature eagles 
and two immature eagles, 
whose heads have not turned 
white, that feed on the deer 
placed off of M-93. 

Carlson said that there are 300 
known eagle nesting territories 
in the state. Carlson said that

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MAYBE THE Washington-New York circuit of 
politicians and pundits will start to take seriously 
Mitt Romney’s campaign for president. 

The Michigan native and former Massachusetts 
governor met and surpassed one of the superficial 
barriers established by so-called political decision 
makers to test Jegitimate candidacies for the White 
House. 

“Nobody can be a serious candidate tor president 
unless he/she can raise substantial money in the 
early going,” is the usual mantra. “Campaign fund- 
raising reports for the first quarter will show which 
candidates are real.” 

Those reports are in now, and as expected 
Democratic candidate Sen. Hillary Clinton of New 
York led the whole gang, reporting $36 million col- 
lected, which includes transferring $10 million just 
lying around extra in her senate campaign treasury. 
So her net take of new funds was a mere $26 mil- 
lion. 

Right on her heels was fellow Democrat Sen. 
Barack Obama of Illinois, reporting $25 million 
raised, which surprised Clinton backers and put 
them on notice that they have a real tussle on their 
hands. 

John Edwards of South Carolina was third in the 
Democratic dollar chase with $14 million.

behind Democratic money front runners Clinton 
and Obama. 

The Romney effort far outdistanced the two 
Republican candidates who consistently lead him in 
most popularity polling. Former New York Mayor 
Rudy Giuliani reported raising $15 million in the 
first quarter, and Sen. John McCain of Arizona 
reported $12.5 million. 

So Mitt Romney definitely is a genuine candidate 
for president with real credentials. Will his polling 
popularity rise? It remains to be seen, but I suspect 
it will. 

National columnist Susan Estrich opined that 
being Mormon may have helped Mitt Romney raise 
money “because of the natural pride that communi- 
ty would feel toward its first possible president.” 

She also pointed out that polling indicates 30 per- 
cent of voters say they would not vote for a 
Mormon for president, “so you’d be hard pressed to 
argue that his religion is a positive factor in 
Romney’s candidacy.” 

I question this whole premise. 

In America today, religious preference is not a 
hindrance to holding public office. A specific faith 
probably is more politically advantageous than no 
religion at all. 

Mormonism was not a determinant for voters 
who repeatedly elected father George Romney as 
governor in Michigan, nor son Mitt Romney as 
governor in Massachusetts, neither of which is a 
hotbed of Mormonism. 

If you isolated a single factor in a.poll, for exam- 
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ple, asking if voters “would vote for a candidate 
who has been divorced twice and married three 
times,” folks might be reluctant, too, but multi-mar- 
riage, while not necessarily a political advantage, is 
not a determinant, either. 

Besides, our voting history shows about 45 per- 
cent of voters or more will vote against any partic- 
ular candidate for president for one reason or anoth- 
er.

PERHAPS AN EVEN more significant note that 
Mitt Romney is a bona fide candidate for president 
is the attention paid by doubting media. 

The Doonesbury comic strip recently devoted an 
entire week’s run of daily episodes belittling Mitt 
Romney for modifying some earlier positions as he 
stakes out areas of concem in his presideiitial cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Romney also is a regular target for standup 
comedians and late night television hosts.

New qualified 
forest property act 
to be explained 


A series of four workshops 
will be held in mid-April across 
the northern Lower Peninsula to 
explain the elements of a new 
property tax program designed 
for privately owned forestlands 
in Michigan. These workshops 
are being sponsored by the 
MSU Extension Forestry Team 
in cooperation with the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources and local 
county Conservation Districts. 

Michigan's new property tax 
gct-called the Qualified Forest 
Property (QFP) Program- was 
signed into law in September 
2006. It encourages private 
forestland owners to develop 
forest management plans and 
actively manage their property 
over the long run. “The new law 
extends some tax incentives to 
owners in return to their com- 
mitment to management.” 
Landowners enrolled in the 
QFP program will be exempt 
from non-homestead property 
taxes (18 mills) as long as they 
remain. in the program,” states 
Dr. Karen  Potter-Witter, 
Michigan State University 
forestry professor. 

“There are a number of eligi- 
bility requirements. However, a 
few of the more important ones 
are that parcels of forestland 
must be at least 20 acres and not 
more than 320 acres in size 
within a tax unit. In addition, no 
buildings are allowed as part of 
the enrolled parcel and 
landowners do not have to allow 
public access under this new 
act,” says Potter- Witter. 

The purpose of these meet- 
ings across northern Michigan 
is to explain in detail where 
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this act is appropriate for non- 
homestead private landowners 
and to present all of the eligibil- 
ity and withdrawal requirements 
associated with this new QFP 
program. Anyone attending will 
also be given a detailed set of 
handouts to take home and 
study on their own. 

Resource speakers include Dr. 
Potter- Witter, other members of 
the MSU Extension Forestry 
team and focal natural resource 
professionals involved with the 
QFP program.

Michigan’s few Iditarod racers, 
will present highlights of his 
Iditarod 
Grayling Rotary Club meeting 
on April 18, at 12:15 p.m., at 
‘Michelson Memorial Church. 
4 The call of the wild and lure of 
Alaska’s’ Iditarod Sled Dog Race 
captured the imagination of 
Michigan’s Jim Warren after his 
tour of the Iditarod. He only had 
a Golden Retriever at the time. 
Against the odds a scant: four 
years later Jim drove his team of 
10 Alaskan Huskies under the 
famous. burled ‘arch ins Nome. 
They had’ ‘tiaveéled the’ 1150 
‘miles across Alaska where 
Mother Nature delivers some of 
‘the most brutal weather yet most 
Ypectacular scenery on the plan- 
‘et. He finished the Iditarod in {3 
‘days and at age 59 was the old- 
est rookie. 

Warren posted journals to his 
Web site as he trained the dogs at 
their SledDog Lodge near 
‘Tahquamenon Falls State Park in 
Michigan’s Upper Peninsula. 
‘When his son Christopher joined 
after finishing high school early 
to accompany him to Alaska, 
Chris’ journals were added. 
Chris actually kept up his jour- 
nal while he hitchhiked by bush 
plane across Alaska to follow his 
father while Jim was running the 
dogs in the Iditarod. The hard 
work, fears, frustrations and of 
course the love for the dogs 
caught the attention of many 
a The result is the family’s 


adventures, at the 


book, Following My Father’s 
Dreams, Journals of a Rookie 
Iditarod Run by James and 
Christopher Warren. This has 
become a popular book used in 
the classroom by school teach- 
ers, 

Warren operates Warren 
Homestead (Christmas) Tree 
Farm on the very farm where he 
grew up in rural Linwood. The 
summer kennel (dog yard) is 
also at the farm and gives the 
sled dogs a good place to relax 
and recover from their grueling 
winter time activities. 
+. Warren, also, operates. the tira - 
ily’s'. SledQog'> Lodge in 
Michigan’s Upper Peninsula 
near Tahquamenon Falls State 
Park where wintertime snows 
make for ideal sled dog training.

Dedication earns KCC instructor honor from Kendall

Scott Rice, a full-time art 
instructor at Kirtland Community 
College’s main campus near 
Roscommon, had plenty of rea- 
sons to celebrate on Thursday, 
March 15, and not just because it 
was his 37th birthday. 
_ In front of family and friends, 
as well as several current and 
past Kirtland art students, Rice 
was honored with the Kendall 
College of Art and Design 
Alumni Community Service 
Award during an awards ceremo- 
ny in Grand Rapids. 

“It was a very humbling expe- 
rience,” said Rice, who lives in 
St. Helen with his wife, Ann, and 
their two sons. “Even the more 
well-known, bigger award win- 
ner told me he was envious of 
me, because of the impact [ had 
on my students.”

munity. Each winner is selected 
by a panel of three to five artists 
and designers, who review each 
nominee’s supplied portfolio, let: 
ters, newspaper articles and other 
documented career accolades, 
Rice has a long list of accom- 
plishments and awards to his 
credit. Since receiving his diplo- 
ma from the nationally-recog- 
nized art school, the 1992 gradu- 
ate has contributed his time and 
expertise to various area K-12 
school programs; has been a ded- 
icated participant and juror for 
many art competitions; is a mem- 
ber of several state and national 
drt groups; has donated his art- 
Work and creativity to a number 
of auctions and fund-raisers, 
designed the Kirtland Warbler 
Festival’s pin, and the sign work 
for the Kirtland Nature Trail and 
Marguerite Gahagen Nature 


Preserve, and is the editorial 
advisor for the “On Drawing” 
text book. 

However, Rice’s dedication 
doesn’t end with just padding his 
own portfolio. He is also accred- 
ited for his dedication to his stu- 
dent’s success, 

Since 2002, Rice has not only 
been instrumental in building the 
KCC art department from about 
200 students per year to more 
than 500, he also contributed to 
the creation of the associate’s 
degree in graphic design and 
helped more than 30 students 
from KCC transfer to Kendall, 
the Chicago Art Institute, 
Northwestern Michigan College 
and the College of Creative 
Studies, and win more than 
$400,000 in scholarships. 

Not a smail feat for the “stereo- 


typical jock tooking” art guy who 


didn’t originally intend on being 
a teacher. 

“In the sixth grade, I iad I 

was going tG be an artist,” Rice 
said.“ By tHe’ elghth’ gradé,"I 
knew Kendall College was the 
college I wanted to attend. 

“But teaching? No, f wanted to 
be a comic book illustrator,’ he 
added. 

But those plans all changed 
when his life took a tragic turn. 
In January 2003, a house fire 
took everything, including all his 
artwork, sketchbooks and sup- 
plies that he had from his four 
years at Kendall. 

Fortunately, his wife’s parents, 
Drs. William and Marjory 
Bulger, were faculty members at 
Central Michigan University and 
introduced him to the chair of the 
art department. He was invited to 
attend classes that fall as a guest 
student in the graduate program. 

After working 60-70 hours a 
week to earn enough money to 
pay for tuition, the former 
Sheridan resident enrolled in 12 
credits of life drawing and 
advanced drawing courses in 
hopes of building a new portfo- 


lio, His first taste of teaching 
arose when, after watching his 
instructor demonstrate a drawing 
for figurative study, he raised his 
hand and mentioned a process he 
was taught at Kendall. 

“After class, the instructor 
asked me to see him in his 
office,’ Rice said. “He said he 
was amazed with my ability to 
draw, as well as teach, and 
offered me the role to supervise 
the life drawing class, the models 
and a degree-transfer.” 

After much deliberation and 
reflection on his family connec- 
tion to teaching ~ his mother, 
both his in-laws and an aunt were 
all teachers — he knew he’d found 
his calling. 

“Seeing how much joy (my 
family) had on teaching students 
and the positive aspect they have 
on someone’s life, I decided to do 
it,” he said. 

In 1996, after graduating with 
his master’s degree in drawing 
and painting from CMU, he 
bégan doirig just that. 'Hé was 
offered an adjunct faculty posi- 
tion at Kirtland, teaching the 
advanced eighth-grade drawing, 
then college drawing classes and 
was hired full-time six short 
years later. 

Through it all, Rice’s dedica- 
tion to Kendall has never dimin- 
ished. 

“] was always telling my stu- 
dents at Kirtland about Kendall 
and all my hi-jinks,” he said. “For 
that reason, a lot of them became 
interested in Kendall and wanted 
ta attend there once they received 
their associate’s degree here.” 

It all came full circle on March 
15, when Rice was presented 
with his award by two former 
Kirtland art students with a 
Kendall connection — Justin 
LaDoux, a Kendall graduate, cur- 
rent adjunct faculty member and 
parapro at KCC, and Mary Rach, 
a current graphic arts student at 
Kendall. 

“T never really knew how much

- Crawford County residents in 
need of a loan to either buy a 
home or repair their own, have 
found help from the U.S.

For example, 
a borrower can choose to pur- 
chase an existing home, a tradi- 
tionally constructed new home or 
a manufactured home. 

Homeowners with difficulty 
affording needed repairs may 
also be able to take advantage of 
Rural Development programs.

of an impact I had on someone’s 
life as a mentor and a friend, Rice 
said. “It was touching.” 

Also in attendance were 
Kirtland graduates, Lacey 
Sposato, who graduates from 
Kendall in May, and Stephanie 
Kann, as well as three KCC stu- 
dents — Jesse Handrich, Jamie 
Carroll and Mike Emig —- slated 


~ to attend Kendall this fall. 


“As an instructor, I want to see 
my students succeed in their art, 
whether by gaining expertise in 
the visual communication field or 
fulfilling their goal to receive 
their (bachelor’s in fine arts),” 
Rice added. . 

The selection committee 
apparently agreed, choosing Rice 
as this year’s recipient because he 
“clearly demonstrates an innate 
passion for the arts in his own 
work, as well as in his ability to 
inspire his students and others to 
achieve their dreams.”

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Global warming could hit Michigan 
farmers, tourism, experts say

Michigan could see a warmer 
and drier climate in coming 
decades, creating challenges for 
policymakers, scientists, farmers 
and the tourism industry. 

Wariner, more erratic winter 
temperatures could turn the 
State’s ski slopes into slush 
slopes and possibly devastate 
fruit crops, according to climate 
models calculated by researchers 
at Michigan State University. 

Oakland County and the rest 
of the Detroit area could have a 
climate more like Kentucky’s, 
according to Jeffrey Andresen, 
an MSU climatologist. 

“The projections for the 
region are for a 2- to 2.5-degree 
warming for the average annual 
temperature by the last decade of 
the century,” Andresen said. 

This winter has been the 
warmest in recorded history, 


according to the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, Last winter 


was the second warmest. 

The state has already experi- 
enced rising heat and precipita- 
tion because of global warming. 

“Mean temperatures in 
Michigan have increased, espe- 
cially in the past 20 to 30 years,” 
Andresen said. 

“Overall, we're significantly 
wetter than we were ~ on the 
order of 10 percent more precip- 
itation per year.” 

With higher nighttime temper- 
atures and more precipitation, 
the cloud cover has increased 
since the end of the 1930s, 
Andresen said. 

Ice cover on the Great Lakes 
has also diminished, exacerbat- 
ing strong lake-effect storms 
along Michigan’s western coast. 

Researchers believe sleet and 


snow on the western side of the 
state are now more erratic 
because the lakes are uncovered 
and warmer for a longer period 
of time. 

“Our snowfall totals, at least 
in terms of variability, are 
increasing in some areas,” he 
said. 

“That’s a bit of an alarming 
trend because we have a large 
winter sports and tourism indus- 
try here.” 

The onset of warm spring days 
has come seven to 10 days earli- 
er than in past decades. 

While longer growing seasons 
could benefit corn and wheat, 
fruit crops are more vulnerable. 

Julie Winkler, a professor of 
geography at MSU, said once 
the fruit crops such as cherries, 
blueberries, grapes and straw- 
berries, begin to develop, they 
are more susceptible to cold. 
Early frosts or unexpected cold 
bouts can kill the buds. 

The climate scenarios are 
based on an analysis of current 
weather patterns, but projections 
are difficult because the amount 
of carbon dioxide emitted in the 
future could change. Carbon 
dioxide, produced in combus- 
tion, is responsible for 60 to 65 
percent of global warming, 


, Andresen said. 


It has been scientifically 
established that warming is 
occurring, and people should 
know about the best models sci- 
ence has to offer for stemming 
the tides of change, he said. 

“The people in the camps of 
skeptics are only a few,” he said. 
“This is the best science we 
have, ay it’s very se not 
wrong.” 

David Skole, a a aEebE of 
global change science at MSU, 
said climate change is already 


here and lawmakers need to 
respond. 

“Policy changes are indeed 
ahead for all of us,” he said. 

For example, Skole said, poli- 
cymakers should adopt ways to 
reduce carbon emissions by pro- 
moting mass transportation and 
alternative fuels, including 
biodiesel, ethanol and hydrogen 
cells. - 

Carbon dioxide should be con- 
sidered a commodity for farmers 
and businesses to _ trade, 
Andresen said. Farmers, for 
example, could grow crops such 
as corn and trees that take in car- 
bon and sell those credits on a 
market. 

Nationally, carbon trading is a 
$22-billion-a-year industry that 
could be expanded, he said. 

Skole said “the idea of linking 
conservation and climate mitiga- 
tion and business opportunities 
is something that ought to be 
stressed and encouraged.” 

He pointed to the Chicago 
Climate Exchange, the first vol- 
untary pilot program for trading 
of greenhouse gases, including 
carbon dioxide. 

Rep. Chris Ward, R-Brighton, 
said he supports incentive-based 
initiatives rather than mandates. 

“The market for renewable 
fuels and products ts still devel- 
oping, so I support voluntary ini- 
tiatives,’ Ward said. 

For example, he said, the state 
should continue attracting new 
businesses to develop biodiesels 
and hydrogen fuel cells, and 
those companies should receive 
tax credits. 

Andresen said it’s important to 
educate people about climate 
change. “We’ve got to keep 
informing people because 
they’re going to be asked to 
make informed decisions.” 


No clear sailing for public marinas at road éhds

There are 946,592 registered 

watercraft in Michigan. That’s 
36,639 more than 10 years ago. 

With an increase in boats 
comes an increased demand for 
ways of getting them in the 
water, and many boaters across 
ihe state get access to lakes and 
streams from road ends, sections 
of road where the right of way 
leads to the shore. 

Court rulings say that road 
ends may be used only for put- 
ting boats in the water and 
pulling them out, but a recent 
proposal in the House could 
change that. If passed, the bill 
would allow local governments 
to apply for permits from the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) to build seasonal, 
public-use marinas at road ends. 

Rep. Matt Gillard, D-Alpena, 
is the chief sponsor. Other spon- 
sors include Joel Sheltrown, D- 
West Branch, Barbara Farrah, D- 
Southgate, and Glenn Steil Jr., R- 
Grand Rapids. 

But David Bertram, legislative 
liaison for the Michigan 
Townships Association, said the 
language of the bill is too precise. 

“It goes through how the docks 
should be set up,” he said. “It’s 


very prescriptive as to how local 
units of government should do tt. 

“Why can’t they just leave it 
up to the local government to 
decide how they want to do it?” 

Bertram said building such 
marinas could also involve 
municipal governments in legal 
battles over lake access between 
property owners with lakefront or 
riparian rights and those who live 
near the lakes but don’t own 
frontage — so called “backlot- 
ters.” 

“Especially when it’s local 
taxes as resources, you have to be 
careful how you get into those 
cases,” he said. 

Higgins Lake in Roscommon 
County has been the focus of 
much of the debate between 
waterfront owners and backlot- 
ters. 

Marvin Bolton of the Higgins 
Lakefront Property Owners’ 
Association said backlotters have 
traditionally installed hoists at 
road ends around the lake on a 
first come, first served basis. 

“So I don’t see it so much as a 
conflict between riparians and 
backlotters as between the gener- 
al public —- those who want to 
use these road ends — and those 
people that tend to take. them 
over for their own private use,” 


he said. 

Bolton suggested people with- 
out lakefront access rights should 
use private facilities for their 
boats. 

“It may not be free, but most 
people shouldn’t expect to have a 
free resource given to them just 
because they happen to get there 
first with their boat hoist,’ he 
said. 

Bertram said the Higgins Lake 
road end fallout isn’t just legal — 
it’s political too, as the govern- 
ments in Gerrish and Lyon town- 
ships have seen, 

“We’ve had township officials 
recalled up there because they 
didn’t get involved enough or 
because they were involved too 
much in the lake and access 
points,” he said, 

A marina requires two permits 
from DEQ, one for construction, 
the other for operation. Joe Haas 
of DEQ said the marina bilt 
could lead to “an enforcement 
nightmare” for the state. 

“We don’t have any full-time 
staff in our marina program,” he 
said, “The people who are 
administering and reviewing 
marina permits are doing it as 
only part of their job. It’s going to 
be very difficult if this gets 
pushed through.” 


Coyote and fox hunters may get new perch

Coyote and fox hunters may 
soon be able to shoot from on 
high, 

A bill passed by the House 
would allow small game hunters 
to use the scaffolds and tree 
stands that are legal for deer 
hunters. 

“There is a safety issue here,” 
said co-sponsor Rep. Darwin 
Booher, R-Evart. 

Shooting from a raised plat- 
form allows hunters to see more, 
Booher said. And bullets will 
end up in the ground if the 
hunter misses, 

"Being a hunter myself, we 
used the stands for deer hunt- 
ing,” he said. "It gives you a 
sporting chance." 

The population of coyotes has 
been increasing in the last five 
years, especially in southern 


at 


Michigan, said Tony Hansen, a 
press officer for the Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs, 

And the popularity of coyote 
hunting is increasing with it, he 
said. 

Booher said, “I've never seen 
so many coyotes on my farm.” 

Allowing hunters to use plat- 
forms could help keep that pop- 
ulation in check, he added. 

Hunting for predators from 
tree stands hasn't been declared 
legal yet, he said. That's why a 
bill is needed. 

To shoot coyotes and foxes, a 
hunter needs either a small 
game license or a fur harvester 
license. 

The Department of Natural 
Resources opposes the bill, satd 
assistant legislative  ltaison 
Daniel Eichinger, even though it 
supports the concept. 

In 1996, a dallot proposition 


gave the Natural Resources 
Commission power to make 
such policy decisions, Eichinger 
said, "so that decision should be 
made by the NRC. 

“We're very careful to safe- 
guard that process," he said. 

In June, the NRC will hold a 
public hearing to discuss 
whether to allow hunting preda- 
tors from tree stands. 

Hansen said, hunting from a 
platform offers several advan- 
tages. Being above the animal 
helps hide the hunter's scent, 
and it makes it easier for the 
hunter to see and aim. 

It does cause some difficulty 
though, Hansen added, 

Hunters who use calls to 
attract their prey might have a 
hard time on the platforms, he 
said. "The coyotes might get 
suspicious about why a rabbit is 
15 feet in the air.”

Gardening and other chores are easier 
with multiple exterior water lines 


(HIT) — The term “outdoor 
plumbing” may prompt 
unpleasant memories for 
anyone born before bath- 
rooms moved indoors, but 
modern homeowners might 
want to consider adding exte- 
rior water service for conven- 
ience all around their homes.. 

Most -homes. are provided 
with just one water source for 


outdoor needs ~ typically a 


sillcock, or spigot, located 
near grade level on the side 
or back of the house. This 
single outlet is there to be 
used for a multitude of pur- 
poses, from watering lawns 


to gardening to washing the 


Car. 


Anyone who has’ ever 
dragged a_ garden hose 
around a yard to handle 
chores like these will see the 
value in installing additional 
outlets where they can be 
most useful. According to 
The Copper Development 
Association, most homes 


shave copper plumbing, and 


it’s not difficult or expensive 
to permanently extend 
plumbing lines already in 
place. Copper is recommend- 
ed for both indoor and out- 
door use. The convenience of 
having water wherever you 
need it makes this project 
more than worthwhile. 

For example, if you do 
container gardening on a 
deck or patio, having a water 
outlet close at hand enables 
you to run drip irrigation 


~ lines directly to each contain- 


er without needing a garden 
hose when you want to water 


your plants. It also prevents 


having to monopolize the 
hose when it is needed for 
other chores elsewhere 
around the home, And once 
you install a permanent water 
line to this area, you can use 
it for other needs such as 
washing up after gardening 
or for food preparation if you 
barbecue or dine outdoors. 
Homeowners who prize 
their lawns know that water- 
ing is often required, and 
having a dedicated outdoor 
spigot for this purpose can 
save both time and money, If 
your watering needs are 
intermittent, a separate spigot 


allows you to install a hose — 


timer that you can set and 
forget, and never have to 
bother with connecting or 


removing the sprinkler hose. 
And if you have, or plan to 
install, an in-ground sprin- 
kler system, a separate spigot 
is usually necessary. | 

For homes with sizeable 
properties, installing an 
underground water line and 
spigot at the far end of your 
yard can save you an enor- 
mous amount of effort, and 
help you avoid buying extra 
lengths of garden hose and 
hose carriers. 

Another good reason for 
installing additional sillcocks 
or spigots where you need 
them is to make outdoor 
cleanup easier in seasonal 
weather. In this case, you 
might consider running both 
cold and hot water lines to’ 
the outdoor faucet. Adding a 
second line is just as easy as 
the first. You can then use this 
outlet for an outdoor shower 
(especially useful if you own 
a pool), for washing cars, 


kids or the family dog, or for 


power-washing your home’s 
siding or patio. 

If you do install additional 
exterior water outlets, a few 
items of importance should 
be noted: Use freeze-proof 
sillcocks to prevent mishaps, 
if temperatures in your area 
can drop below 40 degrees. 
Always include a shutoff and 
drain valve for each exterior 
line in a frost-protected area 
such as a heated basement or 
garage. All water lines should 
be pitched at a slight angle so 
they will drain completely. 
Alternatively, compressed air 
may be used to purge water 
from the lines at the onset of 
winter or any time freezing

(HIT) — Think of fertilizer 
as vitamins for your lawn. 
Too much could be harmful. 
Too little can result in poor 
health and susceptibility to 
diseases. In addition to 
increasing property value, a 
healthy, 
tained lawn is pleasing to 
look at and provides signifi- 
cant environmental benefits 
relating to air and water 
quality, according to scien- 
tific research gathered by 
The Lawn Institute. 

Maintaining a_ healthy, 
environmentally beneficial 
lawn requires proper mainte- 
nance techniques, from 
mowing and watering, to 
fertilizing and sometimes 
pesticides and herbicides— 
but only when needed. 

When Should You 
Fertilize Your Lawn? 

The most effective time to 
apply fertilizer to your lawn 
depends on where you are 
located geographically and 
the type of grass you have. 


The best time to fertilize 


warm-season grasses is mid- 
summer; 
grasses, late spring. or early 
fall is best. 


What Type and How 


Much ‘Fertilizer Should 


- You Use? 


Lawns within each climat- 
ic region of the country are 
different. Ideally, contact 
your state’s agriculture 


extension agent to find out

What’s In a Bae of 
Fertilizer? 

The label on a typical bag 

of lawn has three numbers, 
such as 5-10-5, indicating 
the contents. Those numbers 
represent the ratios, by 
weight, of three major 
macronutrients: nitrogen 
(N), phosphorus (P) and 
potassium (K), all of which 
are essential to healthy plant 
life. For example, a 50-Ib. 
bag of fertilizer labeled 5- 
10-5, has 5% N (2.5 Ibs.), 
10% (5 Ibs.) P, and 5% (2.5 
Ibs.) K. The bag’s remaining 
80% (40 Ibs.) by weight is a 
carrier for the fertilizer, 
making it easier to apply to 
your lawn. 
’ The importance of these 
macronutrients is: "N" gives 
plants the ability to grow 
rapidly and produce large 
amounts of succulent, green 
leaves; "P" plays an impor- 
tant role in seedling develop- 
ment, cell building and root 
growth; and "K" helps the 
overall cell structure of a 
plant by making it more 
resistant to disease and 
physical damage due to 
heavy foot traffic. When 
properly applied, these 
macronutrients encourage a 
healthy lawn which signifi- 
cantly contributes to a 
healthier environment than a 
lawn that receives no nutri- 
ents.

The coali- 
tion’s key message is that if 
you control moisture, you’ll 
control mold. While mold- 
resistant products can play 
an important role, unless 
they are installed properly as 
part of good building prac- 
tices, mold can become a 
problem. 


Consider these myths and 


facts about mold: 

Myth No. 1: Mold grows 
only on paper, wood and 
other organic material 

Facts: Mold will grow on 
any surface, including glass, 
fiberglass and even steel. 
Mold needs three things to 
grow: 1) mold spores, which 
are always in the air; 2) 
moisture; and 3) a food 
source, which can be as sim- 
ple as household dust. 
Houses are constructed using 
a wide variety of organic 
materials; as a result, the 
only effective strategy to 
control mold is to control 
moisture. 

Myth No. 2: Mold can be 
eliminated 

Facts: Only "clean room" 
technologies—which are too 


expensive and unnecessary 


for the home or office—can 
eliminate ._ mold _ spores. 
Therefore, the only thing you 
can control in your home or 
office is moisture. We all 
benefit from some molds, 
including the species that led 
to the development of peni- 
cillin. Mold plays a critical 
role in the processing of nat- 
ural wastes such as leaves, 
grass and branches, turning 
them into topsoil. 

Myth No. 3: Mold is the 
only moisture control issue 
of concern 

Facts: While excessive 
moisture causes mold, it also

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fosters the growth of dust 
mites and bacteria, as well as 
attracts cockroaches and 
rodents. Moisture will ulti- 
mately damage finishes and 
otherwise shorten the useful 
life of any building. So, not 
only does excessive moisture 
make a building less com- 
fortable, it will ultimately 
diminish the  building’s 
value. 

-Myth No. 4: Only experts 
can clean mold 

' Facts: Homeowners can 


‘clean smal] patches of mold 


using household detergents 
and warm water. It is impor- 


tant to scrub vigorously any 


mold patch in order to 
remove mold spores that oth- 
erwise would remain and 
foster future mold outbreaks. 
After cleaning, rinsing and 
drying the spot where mold 


has grown, rubber gloves and 


cleaning cloths used in the 
process ‘should be discarded. 
Larger patches of mold may 
need to be eliminated by 
trained professionals, 

Myth No. 5: Once mold 
starts, it will always be 


‘present 


Facts: Mold can be stopped 
in its tracks, but only if mois- 
ture is minimized or elimi- 
nated. Consequently, leaks 


‘should be corrected as soon 


as they become apparent. 
Building experts urge home- 
owners to be aware of some 


of the telltale signs of mold, 


which include dampness, 
odors, discoloration, peeling 
paint, condensation, com- 
pacted insulation and actual 
mold outbreaks, |
